SALARY ORDINANCE. 

Hiat part of the salary ordinance con- 
cerning the salary of the Tux Receiver 
was taken up. After considerable agita 
tion the Tax Receiver’s salary was settled 
upon at $1,550, the officer being required ! 
to pay the expenses of his office. 

The Board thea adjourned to meet 
again to-night 

Ordinance Warrants. — A long’list of 
ordinance warrants was called and dis- 
posed of. Among them was one against 
B. F. Roberts for permitting his premises 
to become a nuisance. Mr. Roberts has 
an establishment in the upper portion of 
the city, and the animal matter that is 
left unburied produces an odor that is not 
exactly the perfumes borne on the airs of 
Araby the Blest. Indeed, it is rather pro- 
ductive of profanity among hi3 neighbors. 
Mr. Roberts was fined ten dollars for his 
aggravation of the sense of smell. A war- 
rant was tried against the Citizen’s Pas- 
senger Railway Company for obstructing 
tbe free passage of the water in the gutter 
at the intersection of Market and Han- 
cock streets. It seems that there is a dis- 
pute as to who shall clean the gutters 
| of the street where the railroad 
passes. The street inspector alleges that 
he cannot get at the gutter, as it is covered 
by plank nailed down. The railway com- 
pany allege that they did not agree to 
j clean the gutters because they have a 
track on that street. The Mayor and 
eight other witnesses testified as to the 
nuisance, and Judge Craig imposed a 
fine of $5. Subsequently a motion was 
made for a new trial, and the new trial 
was granted. There was also another 
warrant against the same railway com- 
pany for driving a car on Market street 
faster than six miles an hour. One of 
the witnesses, a policeman, testified that 
the car was going faster than fifteen 
miles an hour. This would be a mile in 
; four minutes, or 1,760 yards in one min- 
ute. Decidedly a race-horse rate of speed. 
The warrant was dimiased. There was 
also a warrant against J. H. Dennis for 
failing to comply with the order of the 
Wharfmaster. This case showed that J. 
H. Dennis, who has a contract for repav- 
ing certain squares of this city, petitioned 
the Council to allow him the privilege of 
a float at the city wharf that he might 
unload the gravel and rock necessary to 
be used in his work. The Council granted 
the privilege and authorized the Wharf- 
master to locate the float. This was 
done, and Mr. Dennis used the float 
until the middle of May, when the 
Wharfmaster desired Mr. Dennis to move 
a little further down to admit certain rafts 
of lumber, which the Council had permit- 
ted to be landed at the city wharf. Mr. 
Dennis refused to move it, and so this war- 
rant was issued. The counsel for the de- 
fense argued that the wharfmaster, as a 
city official, with powei*delegated from the 
Council, had no right to grant Mr. Dennis 
a space at the city wharf, and thus arbi- 
trarily deprive him of it. The legal as- 
pects of the question were pretty thor- 
oughly ventilated, and the warrant was 
dismissed at the defendant’s costs. A 
numbeT of other warrants were tried, but 
were of no particular interest 

The Reception Last Night. t-A larger 
or happier throng of young people is 
seldom or never seen in Louisville than 
that which poured into the elegant new 
rooms of the Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation last evening. The reception 
was most worthy of the exalted character 
of the Asssciation, and of the apprecia- 
tiveness of the visitors.

Of all the symptoms which Indicate the ap- 
proach of Consumption there Is none of such fear- 
ful significance a* the occurrence of "streaks af 
blood ” In tbe mucous expectorated. This spitting 
of blood Is sometimes the first symptom apparent 
to the patient.

Many con- 
sumptives never spit blood at all. Baron Louis 
found it In fifty-seven cases out of eighty -seven. An- 
dral in five cases out of every six, aud Dr. Walshe 
In eighty-one cases out of every hundred. 80 that 
we may set it down ss a rule that the loss of more 
or less blood from the lungs occurs during some 
period of the disease in about /o»r cases oat of eve- 
ry nve. It is a common belief that thUMood comes 
from the breaking of a blood-vessel, and this Idea is 
entertained by many physicians. This is no more 
true than it would be to say that bleeding from the 
nose comes from the breaking ot a blood-vessel. 
The blood merely oozes through the coals of the re- 
laxed vessels. In medical phrase we say it is ex- 
haled. 

physicians too often cheer their patients by the 
assurance that tliia blood only comes from the IKnxtt. 
Let me warn the invalid against being deceived. 
The throat seldom bleeds; never unless it he struck 
by some hard substance and wounded: If blood 
is roughed up, howevtr small the quantity, it 
comes from the lungs, and delay Is dangerous. 
Tbe great error committed by physicians is in 
treating the symptom Itself, while tbe cause 
which produces It is left In undisputed possession 
of tbe lungs. It will be asked if hemon hage nev- 
er occurs where the lungs are not diseased? Yes, 
there are lArcc causes which may produce it : First— 
Injury to the lungs as from a violent blow. Second— 
Organic disease of the heart. Third— Ik may occur 
in females every four weeks instead of the usual 
periodic excretion. But If a person spits blood in 
whom none of these causes exist, set it down as a 
sure sign that the lungs are unsound. Bear lo 
mind also that palpitation of the heart and Irreg- 
ularity are far oftener the effect than the cause. 
Patient- will understand the fearful import of this 
system whan I tell them that Baron Louis, au em- 
inent French authority in Consumption, did not 
meet with a single instance out of titelve hundred 
rases in which the loss of blood was not preceded or 
followed by I he development of tubercles.

A writer in the Griffin. Georgia, Star, 
says that the farmers of Pike county rise 
early, work hard, and have their crops in 
a nice condition. Even the women and 
children are to be found hard at work in 
the cotton field. The freedmen, too, are 
doing well. Wheat is as good as the land 
will produce; corn small, though it looks 
well: oats sorry; cotton looks bad. and a 
poor stand; gardens, Irish potatoes, ftiL, 
arc splendid. 

We are pleased to learn that the pros- 
pect for an abundant harvest of wheat in 
this section is exceedingly promising. If 
the weather should continue favorable a 
few weeks longer and the rust not prevail, 
a large yield may be expected. — Greens- 
boro ( Go.) Herald. 

During a trip to the count ry yesterday, 
we had an opportunity to see large fields 
of growing wheat. They were, without 
exception, very luxuriant, and almost 
ready for the reaper. Indeed, we noticed 
one fruitful field, a part of which had al- 
ready been cut — Nashville Union and 
Dispatch. 

The Gallatin (Tenn.) Examiner says 
the prospects of the wheat and corn north 
of the ridge are fine. The peaches were 
all destroyed by the frost, but apples 
promise tube abundant. The cat worms 
are doing some damage to the corn. 

A former United States Senator from 
Arkansas writes to the Cincinnati En- 
quirer that the cotton crop of 1867 will 
certainly fall to a million of bales, and 
gives a long list of reasons, among which 
are the amount paid out for last year’s 
crop by Northern men, who have aban- 
doned the business; the scarcity of food; 
the great fioods; the withdrawal of women 
from the fields, and the diminished num- 
ber of negro men e n gaged on farms. 

The Kome (Ga.) Courier says that as a 
general thing wheat looks finely, though 
fly aud rnst in some localities have in- 
jured it. The cold, wet weather has been 
unfavorable to corn and death to cotton. 
Some planters are p'owing up cotton (a 
good idea) and pianttng corn. 

The wheat crop in Johnson county, In- 
diana, the Press says, looks very tine, and 1 
promises a large yield. The area of land 
sown, however, is not as large as usual. 

The tobacco is coming in freely. A 
good deal is being shipped by the river to 
New Orleans, and a fair share is sent to 
Clarksville. Some parties have been haul- ! 
ing their tobacco to Gallatin and sending 
it by railroad to Louisville. A majority, 
however, regard river transportation as 
much the cheapest, and Clarksville as the 
best market — Huntsville Vedette , 18<A 
The Winchester (lnd.) Journal says the 
wheat in Randolph, Jay, Delaware, and 
Wayne counties never looked more prom- 
ising. The fruit in Randolph was unin- 
jured by the frosts. 

During a trip over the Michigan Cen- 
tral Railroad, a few days since, we took 
occasion to mark the condition of the 
wheat crop on the line of that road, and 
we take pleasure in saying that the pros- 
pect for a munificent crop never looked 
better. There seems to be a very large 
breadth sown, the stand is exceedingly 
thick, and the color in every respect sat- 
isfactory to the eye of the farmer. If no 
nnforseen disaster should visit the wheat 
crop between this and the period for put- 
ting in the reaper, we think we may safely 
look for a big crop of the favorite Michi- 
gan wheat — Chicago Tribune. 

The news from the country all around 
Atlanta, for a hundred miiea or more, as 
to the growing wheat crop, is the most 
cheering. Not only was there an unusual 
breadth sown, but, as far as could be 
heard from all directions, the reports are 
in the highest degree promising, tf no 
mischief befalls it before the harvest, it 
will exceed that of any former crop It 
is estimated that ten million bushels of 
wheat will he gathered from the countiea 
on aud contiguous to the Georgia State 
Railway . — Atlanta ( Ga.) New Era.
